CHANCE FOR THE SMALLER COMPANIES. 

Local agents of fire companies have learned 
considerable during the past year. The nu- 
merous changes in companies, both as to re- 
tirements and cutting down of 
opened the eyes of their representatives. 


lines, have 

Heretofore the companies writing large lines 
have been favored. If $10,000 and upward 
were taken on a special hazard, these compa- 
nies demanded a larger share of the preferred 
business of the agency. The Lancashire, Mag- 
deburg, Palatine and others were large line 
companies. The less presumptuous institutions 
were, to an extent, shelved and given but little 
quarter. A local would not listen to the re- 
quests of these companies for a reasonable 
share of their business. Independence among 
agents grew rapidly, and in many cases the 
smaller companies could not even get into an 
office. 

The sentiment has changed. Local agents 
see that the conservative and best managed 
small companies are here to stay. They have 
as good a right to live and prosper as ihe 
large institutions. At present any company is 
in demand. The facilities have been cut down 
so extensively that no difficulty is experienced 
in getting into an office. A local who a year 
or so ago would not listen to the importunities 
of smaller companies, now eager get 
them. 

This experience shows that it does not pay 
an agent to favor any company or companies. 
If he begins to make a “pet” of any institu- 
tion, it has a hold on his office. The agent can 
afford to be independent in that he should 
give each company its just deserts, whether 
large or small. If reinsurances come, he will 
not have a company on his hands that carries 
more than its share in his office.

RUN FOR THE PROMOTERS. 


At periodical intervals, some sort of an or- 
ganization is started ostensibly in the interests 
of policyholders. The great need of such an 
institution is pointed out, it being alleged that 
insurance companies are always desiring to 
take advantage of policyholders. 

Most of the schemes pretend to examine 
policies, give expert and legal advice, assist 
in securing needed legislation, and so on. The 
flagrant abuses in the Policyholders National 
Union, which got a strong grip in many States, 
the criminal proceedings instituted against 
President James T. Minehart and the secre- 
tary of the concern, together with the glaring 
exposures of its methods, should be an’ object 
lesson to the assured. 

Almost all schemes of this kind are operated 


r 





solely as a means of livelihood for the pro- 
moters. They have no interest in policyhold- 
ers other than to get their money. They are 
a needless barnacle, an extra expense for no 
adequate return. 

It is well for agents to keep the failure of 
such institutions in mind, and use them effect- 
ively with the public and thus protect custom- 
ers. Local agents to-day, that is the regular 
agents, are well qualified to watch the inter- 
ests of customers. With competition, so 
strong, an agent is ever ready to point_out 
any injustice on part of a rival, any irregu- 
larity or technical error. Agents to-day really 
represent the assured and are catering to them 
in every possible manner. 

If there is need for policyholders’ organiza- 
tioms to revise forms, give advice, etc., there 
is something fundamentally wrong withthe 
local agents. The side line agents, we rpmst 
acknowledge, are not capable of comand 
the interests of either company or assured. 
They do not understand the underlying prin- 
ciples or practices of insurance. They are 
not specialists. It is generally supposed that 
a man engaged in a business knows the funda- 
ments, and is able to carry out transactions in 
a businesslike manner. Such is not the case 
with side-liners, and it is due to their opera- 
tions that such concerns as the Policyholders 
National Union spring up. 

We hope locals will warn the public against 
all organizations of this character. The flot- 
sam of the Policyholders National Union has 
been taken over by a concern in Chicago 
whose principals have always dealt in under- 
ground companies. It thus seen what:a 
travesty on “protecting policyholders” ‘such 
an institution

A company that would insure against “hold 
ups” would get a fine premium income from 
Chicago—also a few losses. 


DETROIT EXPLOSION FIRE. 

A boiler explosion in the Penberthy Injector 
Company's plant at Detroit on Tuesday de- 
molished the building, and fire ensuing burned 
the debris. The plant was equipped with 
sprinklers but the system was ruined by the 
explosion. The companies will be liable for 
the amount of loss caused by fire after the ex- 
plosion. The factory mutuals carried $54,000 
of the line. The rest was distributed as fol- 
lows: Queen, $5,000; St. Paul, $3,500; North- 
ern, $2,000; Thuringia, $3,500. 





ENFORCES RESIDENT AGENT LAW, 

The insurance commisioner of Arkansas has 
written to all fire insurance companies trans- 
acting business in the State, asserting he will 
brook no evasion of the resident agency law.

AFFAIRS OF THE CINCINNATI BOARD. 





Action Proposed At Annual Meeting — Com- 
mittee on Secretary Favors McOotter— 
Sidelights on the Situation. 


At the special meeting of the Cincinnati, held 
last Thursday for the purpose of discussing 
the proposed new constitution and by-laws, 
preparatory to their consideration at the com- 
ing annual meeting, December 12, the changes 
recommended by the committee, as outlined 
in the last issue of THE Western UNDErR- 
WRITER, were supported, with the exception of 
the annual fee of $25 for solicitors, for which 
was substituted a deposit of $25 for each so- 
licitor, that being the present rufe. —_ 

It is probable that at the annual meeting 
the adoption of the new constitution and by- 
laws will be the ‘first matter taken up, and as 
under the proposed changes the annual meet- 
ing is held in January instead of December, 
the election of officers may thus be thrown 
over to the January meeting. . 

The committee appointed to nominate~a.sec- 
retary or rating superintendent has not yet 
taken formal action with regard to its final 
report, but will have a meeting at.an eafly 
date. It may be stated, however, that: ‘rt. is 
now the intention of the majority of the cém- 
mittee of three to recommend the election of 
C. A. McCotter to that position. C. A. Farn- 
ham, chairman, and William Stredelman are 
McCotter men, while J. Gano Wright, the 
other member of the committee, favors retain- 
ing Secretary Harding, and it is understood 
will make a minority report. This would make, 
a spirited contest at the election, in which it 
is probable that neither of the proposed candi- 
dates would take an active part.

Superintendent’s Decision Cited.

Some companies see to think the ruling 
of the superintendent did not apply to this 
clause, probably because it was not specif- 


ically mentioned among the six clauses sepa- 
rately dissected in the opinion, nor elsewhere 
in the superintedent’s treatment of the subject. 
The other companies regard the clause as rule 
out. Hence, as a prominent agent representing 
both classes remarked, “An agent does not 


know what the company thinks until he reports

This state of affairs causes the agent consid 
erable trouble and should be cleared up. 
There can be no question as to the super 
intendent’s opinion regarding the use of the 


risk and leaves off or puts on the clause 


three-fourths value clause on building policies, 
as will be seen from the following quotation 
from his written opinion on this subject: 

“Respecting insurance on buildings and 
structures, Section No. 3643 requires payment 
of the whole amount named in the policy in 
event of total loss and full amount of partial 
loss. Any limited liability clause in insurance 
on structures is, therefore, a violation of that 
section.” 

The three-fourths value clause is clearly a 
limited liability clause, as it limits the liability 
of the company to three-fourths of the cash 
value of the property at time of fire. And this 
clause seems to be covered also as attached to 
policies on property other rhan buildings, i: 
the following general conclusion reached by 
the superintendent in his opinion: 

“When the liability of the insurer is limited 
to a maximum sum, any further limitation to 
fraction of the loss, in effect, requires coin- 
surance, and is, therefore, prohibited by the 
statute.” (No. 3643-a.) 

The purpose of the three-fourths value 
clause is to limit the insurance to three-fourths 
the value, while the purpose of the coinsur- 
ance clause to require insurance to that 
amount more to be carried, and while 1 
may seem paradoxical, the insurance super 
intendent’s view, as expressed above, is that 
the statute against the use of the latter clause 
is violated by the use of the former.

REMANDED FOR NEW TRIAL.

The Supreme 


has re- 
manded for new trial the case of Pollock, 
Pettibone & Chapman against the German of 
Pittsburg. The lower court found for -the 


company, but.the Supreme Court reversed the 
decision and gave judgment for the assured. 
The company asked for a rehearing, and the 
court has so modified its judgment as to grant 








a new trial at which other features will be 
brought out not touched upon in the first 
trial. 

This case was fully explained in this de- 
partment a few weeks ago. The line of Pol- 
lock, Pettibone & Chapman of Detroit was 
placed by Bierce & Sage, who secured the Ger- 
man policy from its agent, V. P. Gaukler. 
The firm moved and, on taking an inventery 
of its insurance, found that no assignment 
had been made on the German’s policy. The 
firm notified Bierce & Sage, who claimed to 
have instructed Gaukler by telephone. The 
court ruled that when a company transacts 
business through a broker or solicitor, it rec- 
ognizes him as its agent as far as the assured 
is concerned. It also held that a verbal agree- 
ment is binding if made within the agent’s 
authority. The decision seemed sweeping 
that insurance men were aghast.

“We must remember that, while we are 
agents of fire insurance companies, we are also 
the guardians of the interests of customers 
who confide their business to us as_ under- 
writers, and that with underwriting our busi- 
ness begins and ends. We should particularly 
remember that without special authority we 
cannot adjust losses, nor can we bind com- 
panies to any course in such adjustments not 
stipulated in writing in the policy. Hence a 
careful study of forms of policy riders and 
endorsements and the adoption of a system of 
uniform blanks prepared with a view to fair- 
ness to both the insurer and the insured is 
advised. 

“The question of rates, the point of attack 
from ill-advised customers, cannot be disposed 
of locally, because the experience of many 
companies acting in many localities is neces- 
sary to a proper rate classification and we 
cannot locally arrive at the results of such 
experience. The accepted medium of the com 
panies for disseminating information regard- 
ing such results is the Michigan Inspection 
Bureau, which applies that information in a 
schedule of r That schedule is a practical 
and sensible ution of the rate question for

INTERSTATE LIFE’S NEW POLICIES. 


Plans of the Ohio Company—Something of Its 
Various Policy Forms, Rates 
and Values. 


The Interstate Life Insurance Company ot 
Cincinnati is rapidly getting under way to push 
for business. Three new policies have been 
put out and applications are being taken un 
der those forms. The company will have its 
endowment policy ready within a few days, 
also another new policy in the way of a spe 
cialty, which President Turnipseed thinks will 
take well with the public. The agency force 
is being organized and by January 1 the com- 
pany will be in shape to throw open the throt 
tle and speed for business. 

The Interstate departs from the plan gen- 
erally adopted by the western companies and 
reserves according to the American Experi- 
ence Table and 3% per cent interest. Its poli 
cies are issued on the preliminary one-year 
term plan. 

The policy conditions are liberal and the 
latest devices for making the policies attractive 
to insurants have been applied. All policies 
have guaranteed surrender and loan values at 
the end of the second year, with a number of 
other surrender options at the end of any pol 
icy year; an automatically non-forfeitable, in 
contestable after two years, with adjustment 
for mistake in age. The insured may at any 
time prepay more premiums at their 
commutéd value, or pay any amount not less 
than $50, to be applied to reduce subsequent 
premiums equally according to the table 
printed in the policy. The three policies al 
ready issued are called “Combined Life and

Endowment,” “Combined Life 
ment, Paid-up in Twenty Years,” 
ishing Premium Life Policy.” 

The “Combined Life and Endowment” be 
comes paid-up whenever the accumulated sur 
plus is sufficient to pay future premiums, but 
at the option of the insured the payment of 
premiums may be continued in order to in 
the accumulations until the amount 
equals the face of policy, when it matures as 
an endowment; or the surplus may be with 
drawn at the end of any policy year. In the 
event of death the accumulated surplus is 
paid in addition to the face of the policy. The 
policy may be changed to a limited payment 
at any anniversary. The 20-payment 
policy-may be changed to the life rate at any 
anniversary, the excess accumulations being 
applied to reduce subsequent premiums.

“We question whether our allied field forces 
have been well satisfied with the business 
of specified disease health insurance as has 
been the management of the company. How- 
ever, our observation has been such as to cin- 
vince us that our plans need correction in so 
far as the use of our present special health 
policy is concerned. The experience, 
while not appalling, is only an earnest of the 
fact that the contract is more liberal than the 
premium charge will permit of. Again, the 
smallness of the average premium is not at- 
tractive, either to the agent or to the company 
It has been a question with us whether to dis 
continue the contract or to adopt a less liberal 
form and to restrict its issue in such a way 
as to insure more stable writings, and the at- 
tainmemt of such other lines as will best sub-

After full consideration, we have de 
cided upon a revised edition of the contract 
which is now ready for issue. We must ask 


of our agents a careful observance of the fol- 
lowing condition as affecting the placing of 
the revised policy : 

The policy may only be issued to holders 
of Union’ Casualty & Surety Company acci- 
dent policies. This includes, of course, such 
bona fide insurable accident insurance appli- 
cants as at the same time apply for insurance 
under this form of health policy. 

The policy may only be issued for a full 
term of 12 months. 

‘3. Existing policies of special health form 
cannot be renewed by customary renewal re 
ceipt, but must be lapsed, and the assured be 
supplied with this revised edition and only 
under the above stated conditions. 

“Our object has been to select only such 
diseases as are evidenced by pronounced in- 
disputable symptoms, and _w hich will not per- 
mit of a ‘double diagnosis.’ We have found 
that some physicians in attendance upon claim- 
ants are prone to make a diagnosis that will 
fit the policy, that the company may be 
charged with liability. It is to be hoped that 
with a thorough understanding between the 
assured and the company upon the delivery 
of the policy, we may not be troubled in the 
first instance with claims founded upon dis 
eases not covered, or diseases with which those 
specified may be only concomitants, and have 
no element, relatively, in the actual cause ot 
the disability.”
